regarded by many financiers as a favorite 
means of raising money whan the govern- 
ment found itself in want of funds, but at 
this cnsb of our national affairs it may be 
looked upon us a peculiarly fortunate meth- 
od, especially in that provision lor issuing 
notes of .small denominations. For-two or 
»,hrco years past, capitalists have hardly 
known what to do with their money.

taking of mortgages upon real estate, es-

ment ; state stocks, particularly of the se- 
ceding, repudiating states, were played out;

naoncy was locked nf m deposits, of no 
ase to anybody. 
But now comes ft chance 


for n safe and profitable investment, whers 
the payment of* the principal and interest 
are fnl!y provided for ; where men of small 
means, as well as large, may participate. 


The immediate absorption of any amount 


of notes tho treasury department mfty find 
it necessary to issue, may ba confidently 
looked for. The man who has fifty dollars 
in gold, or five hundred, or five thoulaud, 
locked up in bia sftft or deposited in bank, 
will rnnke seven and three-tenths per csat. 
per annum by the exchange, And havo left 
in his bauds just us reliable Rud often a* 
convertible property as he before h«ld. 


But besides these considerations of profit 


and convenience, tbero is a much higher, 
nobler motive that will give these notes an 
immediate market—that of patriotiaia j thai 
of ft desire to aid in protectitg ftnd p*r»»l- 
uating tho best gererument the ingtauity 
of statesmen aud philosophers haa y«t bMn 
able to devise.

All tho treasury notes issued will bear 


date on the 1'Jth of August, 18U1, and will 
carry interest from that date. Each note 
will have coupons attached, expressing the 
several amounts of semi-annual interest, 
which coupon:) rr.ay bo detached from the 
notes and presented for payment separate 
ly. Each subscriber may pay the wholo 
amount subscribed at the time ol'subserip 
tion, or, if he prefers to do so, may pay one 
tenth at that time, and one third every twen- 
tieth day thereafter. 
At such payment the 


accrued interest on the amount from Ihe 
llHh of August to tho date of payment must 
also be paid, and the amounts of interest 
thus paid will bo reimbursed in the pay 
mont of the first coupon.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 2. 


I wrote you a brief note yesterday, after 


learing from Gen. Butler the general result 
of the naval expedition. Late in the day 
the "Sunday Chronicle" issued an extra 
with full particulara, and the regiments 
wero furnished with, copies to be read at 
evening parade. I went out to Meridian 
Hill and the Wisconsin second, fifth and 
sixth were drawn up in lines nearly in the 
shape of a triangle, and when the report of 
the svrrendei' was read, the cheers went up 
from 3,000 throata with a will, and then the 
echo came back from the 2d New York 
Fire Zouaves, near by, iu regular New York 
iireman style. 
Such yelling I never heard 


before, and then the " Star Spangled Ban- 
ner" from not less than a dozen bands with- 
in hearing, was soul stirring. A Boston 
and a Long Island regiment had pitched 
iu since I was out there. The whole region 
for a mile and a half in circumference, 
seemed to be \ocal with enthusiasm. 
The 


hills, parks and woods alVaround,ei><;;y wAerc, 
are full of men, horses and cannon. 
I rode 


out in a government wagon on top of boxes 
containing40,000 cartridges ; and there wero 
three other wagons of tho same sort. 


The success of the naval expidition is a 


sockcr on the rebels. After seeing Butler, 
I went homo and got the map, although I 
wan sure from recollection of tho geograph- 
ical position, that it was an important point. 
I seo now by Iho captured papers of one of 
their engineers, that they considered it the 
key to Albermarle Sound, and I'm glad 
that Butler has "got it in his breeches 
pocket." 
Now let Beauregard begin to

DEAR GAZETTE :—Well, here it ia the last 


day of August; how time does pass away 
in this kin4»f Hfe ; we take no notice of 
tho day of Che week or of the month, neith- 
er do we note the hours as counted by civil- 
ians, but we ^couut the days by the days for 
rations, the days we como on guard, and 
inspection days, tbe last being Sundays.— 
The hours we count as timo for roll call in 
tbe morning, breakfast call, guard mount- 
ing, surgeons call, parade and drill, dinner, 
company drill, supper call, dress parade, 
roll call at night, blow out lights. 


I am, to-night, a little ahead of the call, 


having got supper and done up Iho work' 
and brought the water for breakfast. 
When 


I got to the well I found one of the boys 
there in deep mourning, he had lost hia hat 
in the well and all his efforts to recover it 
were unavailing. 
We took Ihe ropo off of 


the wheel it passes over and seated the poor 
fellow astride of tbe bucket, and in leas time 
than it takes me to write this we bad lower- 
ed him to tho bottom of the well, ho had 
recovered hia lost treasure and we had drawn 
him up all safe and sound. 


We have the stern realities of camp life 


relieved by incidents, plays, and, sometimes, 
by accidents even. 
While I sit here by the 


side of the old camp chest writing, I can 
see some men at play with a foot lull and 
others trying their hands at boxing, and il 
earnestness and good humor are any crite- 
rion they are enjoying themselves well.— 
Well, true as I live, there on tbe knoll bac c 
of Capt. Wheeler's tent, stands Schemar- 
horn, pounding on his drum for dress pa- 
rade, and right here in front of the tent 
stands Sergt. Hern, calling out at the top 
ofhis voice, " Company E—fall-in.'1 
I hope 


his lungs are insured and the top of hi.-i 
head well fastened on, for if they are not he 
will spoil tbe one and lose the other. 
Well 


I must get out of this and get into line or 
go to the guard house, so you will have the 
kindness to wait while I go on parade.— 
Dress parade being over I am back again, 
and have just heard from the squad Unit 
was sent to Chain Bridge from Company C. 


They report that last ni^ht they cut away 


or nither tore away the bridge, as they t'exr- 
ed an attempt would be made to cross there 
during the night. The enemy are trying 
their best to carry the war to tho north, as 
feed for both man and horse is very scarce 
in the "Old Dominion," and they must 
either get where they can get more supplies 
or starve. 


We were inspected to-day by Col. Cobb, 


it being the last day of the month, and also 
had the muster rolls examined to see where 
all of the men were. 
The colonel had all 


the work he wanted handling guns long be- 
fore he reached us, as he raised a lively 
blister on his thumb by cocking guns, and 
when ho came to inspect us he told Capt. 
Wheeler to do it while he looked on, and 
before the captain got done with us he had 
blistered his thumb, too. 


Orderly Hern has organised the smaller 


men of tho company into a special squad 
for doing the express business of the com- 
pany, and calls them his pony team.— 
Whilo I write this hois training them in 
the art of kicking. 


The general health of the men is better 


than when I wrote before. 
Capt. W. has 


bjen a little unwell, but is better now. 
Lieut. Mills is lame from tho effects of a 
bruise on one of his feet, which he received 
in Baltimore the night we left there. 


I see by a late number of tbe Gazette 


t'lat the Campbells were in Janesvillc when 
that paper went to press ; and I see, also, 
by the National Republican that they were 
in Washington at the same time. 
Surely 


they must bo everywhere present. 


I must close, as I have to go on guard 


to-morrow, and it is but little sleep I shall 
get before tbe night after to-morrow night, 
as we go and drill as usual after bein^ on 
guard all day and night. 
I hope the good 


talking men of the north will go right along 
to the war now, and wo will make short 
work of it.

PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 5. 


Major Mordecai, formerly in command of 


the Watervliet arsenal, publishes a card de- 
nying any complicity in furnishing the reb- 
ela with drawings of the machinery for ex- 
panding rille bullets, aa charged. He ac- 
knowledges having allowed Abrain Schnei- 
der, the inventor of tbo machine, to have 
copies made, but shows by a letter dated in 
January, that he communicated the fact to 
Col. Craig, of the ordtianco department, 
saying that it was not too late to retract 
the permission, if be thought necessary. 
Major Mordecat, since hid resignation, has 
been residing in this city, supported by his 
daughter, a school teacher.

Treasury Note*. 


The issue of treasury notes has long been 


regarded by many financiers as a favorite 
means of raising money when .the govern- 
ment found itsflf in want of funds, but at 
this crisis of our national affairs it may be 
looked opon as a peculiarly fortunate meth 
od, especially in that provision lor issuing 
notes of small denominations. 
For. two or 


three years past,' capitalists have hardly 
known what to do with their money. 
The 


taking of mortgages upon real estate, es- 
pecially in the west, when profitable, had 
proved an annoying business, as in many 
cases not even the interost could be collect- 
ed without a resort to foreclosure ; find the 
capitalist often found himself in possession 
of real estate in lieu of his money, wEen 
such an exchange yas by no means desi- 
rable to him. 
Railroad stocks and bonds 


had proved a much more hazardous invest- 
ment ; state stocks, particularly of the se- 
ceding, repudiating states, were played out; 
business was stagnant and did not invite 
capital, and thus an immense amount of 
money was locked up in deposite, of no 
use to anybody. 
But now comes • chance 


for a safe and profitable investment, where 
the payment of the principal and interest 
are fully provided for ; where men of small 
means, as well as large, may participate. 


The immediate absorption of any amount 


of notes tho treasury department m&y find 
it necessary to issue, may bs confidently 
looked for. 
The man who has fifty dollars 


in gold, or five hundrad, or five thousand, 
locked up ia his stf» or deposited in bank, 
will make serBn and three-tenths per coot, 
per annum by the exchange, and have left 
in his hands just as reliable and often ai 
convertibls property as he before hold. 


But besides thesa csnsiderations of profit 


and convenience, there is a much, higher, 
nobler motive that will give these notes an 
immediate market—that of patriotism; that 
of ft desire to aid in protectigg tnd p»rp«t- 
uating the best government tbe ingaatiity 
of statesmen and philosophers has yet bMn 
able to devise. There should, ftxd there 
will be a generous rivalry in this work. 
Men who cannot march to the battle 
grounds, who have not the sinew to (boul- 
der the musket 


"And show how Molds are won," 


can furnish this no less effectual and indis- 
pensable sinew of war. 
And they can do 


it with the consciousness that they too, as 
well as those who heroically march to the 
sanguinary field, are contributing to the 
speedy and successful termination of the 
^w, and as freely and voluntarily as men 
have offered themselves in the service of 
their coantry ;n its hour of trial, so will 
the means to sastain ancj pay them—the 
"material aid"_flow iuto our national 
treasury, and even Tr.ore abundantly.

IMPORTANT DOCUMENT FHOM THE SEC- 


RETARY OF THE TREASURY. 


The following patriotic appeal for the 


national loan has just been issued by Sec- 
retary Chase: 


"Your national government, compelled 


by a guilty conspiracy, culminating in a 
causeless insurrection, is engaged in a war 
for the security of liberty, for the suprema- 
cy of the law, for the defence of the Union, 
and for the maintenance of popular institu- 
tions. For the means to defray tbe ex- 
penses of this war, your congress has direct- 
ed that an appeal be made to you, by open- 
ing a subscription to a national loan of one 
hundred and fifty millions of dollars. Al- 
ready the enlightened and patriotic cap! 
talists of the great cities of New York, 
Philadelphia and Boston have manifested 
their clear sense, both of duty and interest, 
by a subscription of $50,000,000. Con- 
gress, under which this subscription was re- 
ceived, wisely provided, however, that the 
advantages as well as the patriotic satisfac- 
tion of a participation in thft loan shall be 
offered not the capitalists of the great cities 
only, but to the people of the whole coun 
try. 
In order to secure a substantial re- 


ward for their public spirit to those whose 
patriotism prompts them, in this hour of trial 
to place their means at the disposal of gov- 
ernment, congress has directed that an in- 
terest of 7 3-10 per centum be paid on tbe 
several amounts subscribed, an interest 
not liable to state taxation, but constitut- 
ing for subscribers a revenue not only cer- 
tain in receipt, but greater in amount than 
can be expected from any ordinary invest- 
ment. 


And in order to afford all citizens equal 


opportunities of participation in these ad- 
vantages, congress has further directed that 
subscriptions be received for sums as small 
as $50, as well as for large amounts, and 
that should the subscriptions exceed the 
whole sum desired, ths smaller be preferred 
in its distribution. 
Bach subscriber, on 


payment of his subscription, will be entitled 
to receive tr««sury notes, equil in amount 
in such denomination as he may prefer, 
whether of $50, $100, $500, $1,000 or $5,- 
000. Ths interest at 7 3-10ths per annum 
will be on the notes of $50 one cent, on 
$100 two cents, on $500 ten cents, on $1,- 
000 twenty cents, a:id on $5,000 one dollar 
each day. 


AH the treasury notes issued will bear 


date on the 19th of August, 1861, and will 
carry interest from that date. 
Each note 


will have coupons attached, expressing the 
several amounts of semi-annual interest, 
which coupons may be detached from the 
notes and presented for payment separate- 
ly. Each subscriber may pay the whole 
amount subscribed at the time of subscrip- 
tion, or, if he prefers to do so, may pay one 
tenth at that time, and one third every twen- 
tieth day thereafter. 
At such payment the 


accrued interest on the amount from the 
19th of August to the date of payment must 
also be paid, and the amounts of interest 
thus paid will be reimbursed in the pay- 
ment of the first coupon. In order to se- 
cure, beyond preadventure, the punctual 
payment of the interest, and the gradual re- 
duction of tho principal, congress has pro- 
vided by lay for an annual revenue, amply 
sufficient, not only for these purposes, but 
for the prompt payment of all demands on 
account of extraordinary expenditures. 


It will be seen at a glance that not only 


is the whole property of the country pledg- 
ed for the interest and final reimbursement 
of the loan, but that an adequate and spe- 
cific proportion of the annual production is 
set apart by taxation for tho redemption of 
this pledge. 
Prompt payment beyond a 


contingency is thus secured. 
JSTor can this 


taxation be thought great when compared 
with the magnitude of the objects of the 
contest, or with the amount of property and 
production. 


The objects are Union. 
Permanent 


peace and security at home and respect 
abroad are imperilled by this unprovoked 
rebellion. The intelligence of the people 
comprehended at once their magnitude. 
They rise above party—they belong to no 
administration—they concern the whole 
country during all time, under every admin- 
istration, and in every relation, foreign or 
domestic. And tho means for the attain- 
ment of these great objects can be readily 
supplied from the property and productions 
of the country. 
The real and personal val- 


ues in the United States reach the vast ag- 
gregate of $10,000,000,000, arid in the states' 
now loyal to the Union this aggregate is 
$11,000,000,000. 


The yearly surplus earnings of the loyal 


people are estimated by intelligent persons 
conversant with such investigations at more 
'than $400,000,000, while the well consid- 
ered judgment of military men of the high- 
est rank and repute warrant the confident 
expectation that if the' war is prosecuted 
with energy, coureg*, and skill, it may be 
brought to a termination before the close of 
the next spring, in "which eve«t the cost be- 
yond the revenue will hardly exceed the 
$250,000,000 loan authorized by congress, 
and with a dus economy in all branches of 
the public service, not more than the total 
expenditures of Great Britain or France in 
years of peace. 


Anditis not unreasonable to hope that the 


auspicious result of po*e« may b* hastened 
pythe reflection of ths citizens of the states 
in insurrection, that thtyjirill review their 
action, weigh their own welfare, consider 
the disposition of the people of the whole 
country to recognize all their constitution- 
al rights, and to allow them their full share 
in the benefits of the common government, 
and renew their allegiance to the Union 
which, in an evil hour, they have tempted 
to throw off. 
Will they "not reflect that 


the war in which the government has been 
constraind is not a war for subjugation, 
but a war for national existence, and that 
an auspicious result to the Union will ben- 
efit as largely the states in insurrection as 
the states which have remained loyal? 
However this miiy be, the duty of the na- 
tional government as the constitutionally 
appointed agent of the people admits of 
no question. The war made necessary by 
the insurrection, must be prosecuted with 
all possible vigor until the restoration of 
the authority of tbe Union shall insure per- 
manent peace. 
The same good Providence 


which conducted our fathers through the 
difficulties and dangers which beset the 
formation 
of the Union has graciously 


atrengtbend our hands for the work of 
its preservation. 


The crops of the year are ample, and the 


granaries and barns are everywhere full.— 
1 he capitalists of the country come cheer- 
fully forward to sustain the credit of the 
government already, and, even in advance 
of this appeal, men of all occupations seek 
to share the honors and advantages of this 
loan. 
Never, except because of the tempor- 


ary depression caused by the rebellion, and ' 
the derangement of business occasioned In- 
ir, were tbe people of the United States m 
a better condition to sustain a great con- 
test than now. 


Under these favoring circumstances, and 


for these grand objects, I slmll, in pursu- 
ance of the act of congress, cause books of 
subscription to be opened as speedily as 
practicable in the several cities and princi- 
pal towns in the United States, in order that 
all citizens who desire to subscribe to the 
lonn may have the opportunity of doing so. 
Meanwhile, those who prefer that course 
can remit any sum which they may wish to 
invest in the loan of th« treasury of the 


United States at Washington, or to either 
of the assistant treasurers at Boston, New 
York, or Philadelphia, or St. Louis, or to 
the depository at Cincinnati, where certifi- 
cates will entitle the holders to treasury 
notes on the terms already stated. 
The 


patriotism of this people, it is not to be 
doubted, will promptly respond to the lib- 
eral patriotism of their representatives.

WASHINGTON, Sept, 2. 


I wrote you a brief note yesterday, after 


hearing from Gen. Butler the general result 
of the naval expedition. 
Late in the day 


the "Sunday Chronicle" issued an extra 
with full particulars, and the regiments 
were furnished with copies to be read a 
evening parade. I went out to Meridian 
Hill and the Wisconsin second, fifth ark 
sixth were drawn up in lines nearly in the 
shape of a triangle, and when the report o 
the svrrender was read, the cheers went up 
from 3,000 throats with a will, and then the 
echo came back from the 2d New York 
Fire Zouaves, near by, in regular New York 
fireman style. Such yelling I never hearc 
before, and then the '•' Star Spangled Ban 
ner" from not less than a dozen bands with 
in hearing, was soul stirring. 
A Boston 


and a Long Island regiment had pitchet 
in since I was out there. The whole region 
for a mile and a half in circumference 
seemed to be vocal with enthusiasm. 
The 


hills, parks and woods altaround,euer^ where 
are full of men, horses and cannon. I rode 
out in a government wagon on top of boxes 
containing40,000cartridges; andtherewere 
three other wagons of the same sort. 


The success of the naval expidition is a 


soclccr on the rebels. 
After seeing Butler 


I went home and got the map, although ] 
was sure from recollection of the geograph 
ical position, that it was an important point 
I see now by the captured papers of one o- 
their engineers, that they considered it the 
key to Albermarle Sound, and I'm glac 
that Butler has "got it in his breeches 
pocket." 
Now let Beauregard begin to 


look out for trouble in his rear. Our new 
gun-boats will begin to haze about the low 
er regions of Dixie in a short time, anc 
what with taking care of nearly one thirc 
of his army in the hospital, I think " Loi. 
isiana's great warrior' will begin to have 
his hands full. 


But the great feature of promise to the 


country is the bold and patriotic course tak 
en by General Fremont. 
Some few of our 


democratic friends may wince a little at the 
anti-slavery feature of the order, but it is 
no use, the country will endorse him to 
the full length. 
Besides it has high demo 


cratic sanction. Gen. Wool, never any 
thing'buta democrat, declares "the whole 
rebellion nothing else but a determination 
to extend the area of human slavery I" anc 
it must corns to this. 
The doctrine is not

DEAR GAZETTE :—Well, here it is the last 


day of August; how time does pass away 
in this kin4»f life • we take no notice o 
the day of the week or of the month, neith 
er do we note the hours as counted by civil 
ians, but we "count the days by the days for 
rations, the days we come on guard, anc 
inspection days, the last being Sundays. 
The hours we count as time for roll call in 
the morning, breakfast call, guard mount 
ing, surgeons call, parade and drill, dinner 
company drill, supper call, dress parade 
roll call at night, blow out lights. 


I am, to-night, a little ahead of the call 


having got supper and done up the work 
and brought the water for breakfast. 
When 


I got to the well I found one of the boys 
there in deep mourning, he had lost his ha 
in the well and all his efforts to recover i 
were unavailing. 
We took the rope 
offo 


the wheel it passes over and seated the poor 
fellow astride of the bucket, and in less time 
than it takes me to write this we had lower 
ed him to the bottom of the well, he lad 
recovered his lost treasure and we had drawn 
him up all safe and sound. 


We have the stern realities of camp life 


relieved by incidents, plays, and, sometimes, 
by accidents even. 
While I sit here by the 


side of the old camp chest writing, I can 
see some men at play with a foot ball anc 
others trying their hands at boxing, and i 
earnestness and good humor are any crito 
rion they are enjoying themselves well.— 
Well, true as I live, there on the knoll baric 
of Capt. Wheeler's tent, stands Schemer- 
horn, pounding on his drum for dress pa- 
rade, and right here in front of the tent 
stands Sergt. Hern, calling ont at tbe top 
of h;s voice, " Company E—fall-in." 
I hope 


his lungs are insured and the top of his 
head well fastened on, for if they are not he 
will spoil the one and lose the other. 
Wei! 


I must get out of this and get into line or 
go to the guard house, so you will have the 
kindness to wait while I go on parade.— 
Dress parade being over I am back again 
and have just heard from the squad that 
was sent to Chain Bridge from Company C 


They report that last night they cutaway 


or rather tore away the bridge, as they fear- 
ed an attempt would be made to cross there 
during the night. 
The enemy are trying 


their best to carry the war to the north, as 
feed for both man and horse is very scarce 
in the "Old Dominion," and they must 
either get where they can get more supplies 
or starve. 


We were inspected to-day by Col. Cobb, 


it being the last day of the month, and also 
had the muster rolls examined to see where 
all of the men were. 
The colonel had all 


the work he wanted handling guns long be- 
fore he reached us, as he raised a lively 
blister on his thumb by cocking guns, and 
when he came to inspect us he told Capt. 
Wheeler to do it while he looked on, and 
before the captain got done with us he had 
blistered his thumb, too. 


Orderly Hern has organised the smaller 


men of the company into a special squad 
for doing the express business of the com- 
pany, and calls them his pony team.— 
While I write this he is training them in 
the art of kicking. 


The general health of the men is better 


than when I wrote before. 
Capt. W. has 


baen a little unwell, but is better now.

Treasury Note*. 


The issue of treasury notes has long been 


regarded by many financiers as a favorite 
means of raising money when the govern- 
ment found its"lf in want of funds, but at 
this crisis of our national affairs it may be 
looked upon as a peculiarly fortunate meth- 
od, especially in that provision lor issuing 
notes of small denominations. For-two or 
three years past," capitalists have hardly 
known what to do with their money. 
The 


taking of mortgages upon real estate, es- 
pecially in the west, when profitable, had 
proved an annoying business, as in many 
cases not even the interest could be collect 
ed without a resort to foreclosure ; and the 
capitalist often found himself in possession 
of real estate in lieu of his money, wfien 
such an exchange was by no means desi 
rable to him. 
Railroad stocks and bonds 


had proved a much more hazardous invest- 
ment ; state stocks, particularly of the se- 
ceding, repudiating states, were played out; 
business was stagnant and did not invite 
capital, and thus an immense amount of 
money was locked up in deposite, of no 
use to anybody. 
But now comes ft chance 


for a safe and profitable investment, where 
the payment of the principal and interest 
are fully provided for; where men of small 
means, as well as large, may participate. 


The immediate absorption of any amount 


of notes the treasury department may find 
it necessary to issue, may ba confidently 
looked for. The man who has fifty dollars 
in gold, or fiv« hundred, or five thouiand, 
locked up in hig safe or deposited in bask, 
will make seren and three-tenths per cent, 
per annum by the exchange, and have left 
in his hands just as reliable and often ai 
convertible property as he before hald. 


But besides these csnsiderations of profit 


and convenience, there is a much higher, 
nobler motive tnat will give these notes an 
immediate market—that of patriotism; that 
of ft desire to aid in protectisg tnd p«rftt- 
uating the best government the ingoaoity 
of statesmen and philosophers has yet b»»n 
able to devise. There should, ft»d there 
will be a generous rivalry in this work. 
Men who cannot march to the battle 
grounds, who have not the sinew to ihoul- 
der the musket 


" And ahow how fields are won," 


can furnish this no less effectual and indis- 
pensable sinew of war. 
And they can do 


it with the consciousness that they too, as 
•well as those who heroically march to the 
sanguinary field, are contributing to the 
speedy and successful termination of the 
'"M, and as freely and voluntarily as men 
have offered themselves in the service of 
their coautry ;n ;ts hour of t,.;^ go will 
the means to sustain and pay Item—the 
"material aid"—flow into our national 
treasury, and even more abundantly.

THE NATIONAL LOAN. 


Appeal to tn« Peopl* of th* United 
State*. 


IMPORTANT DOCUMENT FROM THE SEC- 


RETARY OF THE TREASURY. 


The following patriotic appeal for the 


national loan has just been issued by Sec- 
retary Chase: 


"Your national government, compelled 


by a guilty conspiracy, culminating in a 
causeless insurrection, is engaged in a war 
for the security of liberty, for the suprema- 
cy of the law, for the defence of the Union, 
and for the maintenance of popular institu- 
tions. For the means to defray the ex- 
penses of this war, your congress has direct- 
ed that an appeal be made to you, by open- 
ing a subscription to a national loan of one 
hundred and fifty millions of dollars. Al- 
ready the enlightened and patriotic capi- 
talists of the great cities of New York, 
Philadelphia and Boston have manifested 
their clear sense, both of duty and interest, 
by a subscription of $50,000,000. 
Con- 


gress, under which this subscription was re- 
ceived, wisely provided, however, that the 
advantages as well as the patriotic satisfac- 
tion of a participation in thft loan shall be 
offered not the capitalists of the great cities 
only, but to the people of the whole coun 
try. 
In order to secure a substantial re 


ward for their public spirit to those whose 
patriotism prompts them, in this hour of trial 
to place their means at the disposal of gov- 
ernment, congress has directed that an in- 
terest of 7 3-10 per centum be paid on the 
several amounts subscribed, an interest 
not liable to state taxation, but constitut- 
ing for subscribers a revenue not only cer- 
tain in receipt, but greater in amount than 
can be expected from any ordinary invest 
ment. 


And in order to afford all citizens equal 


opportunities of participation in these ad- 
vantages, congress has further directed that 
subscriptions be received for sums as small 
as $50, as well as for large amounts, and 
that should the subscriptions exceed the 
whole sum desired, the smaller be preferred 
in its distribution. 
Each subscriber, ou 


payment of his subscription, will be entitled 
to receive treasury notes, equil in amouut 
in such denomination as he may prefer, 
whether of $50, $100, $500, $1,000 or $5,- 
000. Ths interest at 7 3-10ths per annum 
will be on the notes of $50 one cent, on 
$100 two cents, on $500 ten cents, on $1,- 
000 twenty cents, and on §5,000 one dollar 
each day. 


All the treasury notes issued will bear 


date on the 19th of August, 1861, and will 
carry interest from that dale. Each note 
will have coupons attached, expressing the 
several amounts of semi-annual interest, 
which coupons may be detached from the 
notes and presented for payment separate- 
ly. Each subscriber may pay the whole 
amouut subscribed at the time of subscrip- 
tion, or, if he prefers to do so, may pay one 
tenth at that time, and one third every twen- 
tieth day thereafter. At such payment the 
accrued interest on the amount from the 
19th 
of August to the date of payment must 


also be paid, and the amounts of interest 
thus paid will be reimbursed in the pay- 
ment of the first coupon. In order to se- 
cure, beyond preadventure, the punctual 
payment of the iuterest, and the gradual re- 
duction of the principal, congress has pro- 
vided by lay for an anuual revenue, amply 
sufficient, not only for these purposes, but 
for the prompt payment of all demands on 
account of extraordinary expenditures. 


It will be seen at a glance that not only 


is the whole property of tbe country pledg- 
ed for the interest and final reimbursement 
of the loan, but that an adequate and spc 
cific proportion of the annual production is 
set apart by taxation for the redemption of 
this pledge. 
Prompt payment beyond a 


contingency is thus secured. Nor can this 
taxation be thought great when compared 
with the magnitude of the objects of the 
contest, or with the amount of property and 
production. 


The objects are Union. 
Permanent 


peace and security at home and respect 
abroad are imperilled by this unprovoked 
rebellion. The intelligence of the people 
comprehended at once their maguitude. 
They rise above party—they belong to no 
administration—they concern the whole 
country during all time, under every admin- 
istration, and in every relation, foreign or 
domestic. And tho means for the attain- 
ment of these great objects can be readily 
supplied from the property and productions 
of the country. The real and personal val- 
ues in the United States reach the vast ag- 
gregate of $16,000,000,000, arid in the states 
now loyal to the Union this aggregate is 
$11,000,000,000. 


The yearly surplus earnings of the loyal 


people are estimated by intelligent persons 
conversant with such investigations at more 
'than $400,000,000, while the well consid- 
ered judgment of military men of the high- 
est rank and repute warrant the confident 
expectation that if the war is prosecuted 
with energy, courage, and skill, it may be 
brought to ft termination before the close of 
the next spriig, in which evelt the cost be- 
yond the revenue will hardly exceed the 
$250,000,000 loan authorized by congress, 
and with a dua economy in all branches of 
the public service, not more than the total 
expenditures of Great Britain or France in 
years of peace. 


And itis not unreasonable to hope that the 


auspicious result of pace* may b» hastened 
py the reflection of the citizens of the states 
in insurrection, that tbftjjwill review their 
action, weigh their own welfare, consider 
the disposition of the people of the whole 
country to recognize all their constitution- 
al rights, and to allow them their full share 
in the benefits of the common government, 
and renew their allegiance to the Union 
which, in an evil hour, they have tempted 
to throw off. 
Will they not reflect that 


the war in which the government has been 
constraind is not a war for subjugation, 
but a war for national existence, and that 
an auspicious result to the Union will ben- 
efit as largely the states in insurrection as 
the states which have remained loyal? 
However this may be, the duty of the na- 
tional government as the constitutionally 
appointed agent of the people admits of 
no question. 
The war made necessary by 


the insurrection, must be prosecuted with 
all possible vigor until the restoration of 
the authority of the Union shall insure per- 
maneut peace. The same good Providence 
which conducted our fathers through the 
difficulties and dangers which beset the 
formation 
of the Union has graciously 


strengthend our hands for the work of 
its preservation. 


The crops of the year are ample, and the 


granaries and barns are everywhere full.— 
The capitalists of the country come cheer- 
fully, forward to sustain the credit of the 
government already, and, even in advance 
of this appeal, men of all occupations seek- 
to share the honors and advantages of this 
loan. Never, except because of the tempor- 
ary depression caused by the rebellion, and 
the derangement of business occasioned by 
it, were the people of the United States in 
a better condition to sustain a great con- 
test than now. 


Under these favoring circumstances, and 


for these grand objects, I shall, in pursu- 
ance of the act of congress, cause books of 
subscription to be opened as speedily as 
practicable in the several cities and princi- 
pal towns in theUuited States, in order that 
all citizens who desire to subscribe to the 
loan may have the opportunity of doing so. 
Meanwhile, those who prefer that course 
can remit any sum which they may wish to 
invest in the loan of th» treasury of the 


United States at Washington, or to either 
of the assistant treasurers at Boston, New 
York, or Philadelphia, or St. Louis, or to 
the depository at Cincinnati, where certifi- 
cates will entitle the holders to treasury 
notes on the terms already stated.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 2. 


I wrote you a brief note yesterday, after 


hearing from Gen. Butler the general result 
of the naval expedition. Late in the day 
the "Sunday Chronicle" issued an extra 
with full particulars, and the regiments 
were furnished with copies to be read at 
evening parade. I went out to Meridian 
Hill and the Wisconsin second, fifth and 
sixth were drawn up in lines nearly in the 
shape of a triangle, and when the report of 
the svrrender was read, the cheers went up 
from 3,000 throats with a will, and then the 
echo came back from the 2d New York 
Fire Zouaves, near by, in regular New York 
fireman style. Such yelling I never heard 
before, and then the <: Star Spangled Ban- 
ner" from not less than a dozen bands with 
in hearing, was soul stirring. A Boston 
and a Long Island regiment had pitched 
in since I was out there. The whole region 
for a mile and a half in circumference, 
seemed to be vocal with enthusiasm. The 
hills, parks and woods altaround,erer(/ where, 
are full of men, horses and cannon. I rode 
out in a government wagon on top of boxes 
containing 40,000 cartridges ; and there were 
three other wagons of the same sort. 


The success of the naval expidition is a 


socJcer on the rebels. After seeing Butler, 
I went home and got the map, although I 
was sure from recollection of the geograph- 
ical position, that it was an important point. 
I see now by the captured papers of one oi 
their engineers, that they considered it the 
key to Albermarle Sound, and I'm glad 
that Butfer has "got it in his breeches 
pocket." 
Now let Beauregard begin to 


look out for trouble in his rear. Our new 
gun-boats will begin to haze about tbe low- 
er regions of Dixie in a short time, and 
what with taking care of nearly one third 
of his army in the hospital, I think "Lou 
islands great warrior' will begin to have- 
bis hands full. 


But the great feature of promise to the 


country is the bold and patriotic course tak- 
en by General Fremont. Some few of our 
democratic friends may wince a little at the 
anti-slavery feature of the order, but it is 
no use, the country will endorse him to 
the full length.

DEAR GAZETTE :—Well, here it is the last 


day of August; how time does pass away 
in this k'm*»f life ; we take no notice ol 
the day of Che week or of the month, neith 
er do we note the hours as counted by civil 
ians, but we "count the days by the days for 
rations, the days we come on guard, and 
inspection days, the last being Sundays.— 
The hours we count as time for roll call in 
the morning, breakfast call, guard mount- 
ing, surgeons call, parade and drill, dinner, 
company drill, supper call, dress parade, 
roll call at night, blowout lights. 


I am, to-night, a little ahead of the call, 


having got supper and done up the worki 
and brought the water for breakfast. 
When 


I got to the well I found one of the boys 
there in deep mourning, he had lost his hat 
in the well and all his efforts to recover it 
were unavailing. 
We took the rope off ol 


the wheel it passes over and seated the poor 
fellow astride of the bucket, and in less time 
than it takes me to write this we had lower- 
ed him to the bottom of the well, he had 
recovered his lost treasure and we had drawn 
him up all safe and sound. 


We have the stern realities of camp life 


relieved by incidents, plays, and, sometimes, 
by accidents even. 
While I sit here by the 


side of the old camp chest writing, I can 
see some men at play with a foot ball and 
others trying their hands at boxing, aud il 
earnestness and good humor are any crite 
rion they are enjoying themselves well.— 
Well, true as I live, there on the knoll bari 
of Capt. Wheeler's tent, stands Scbemsr- 
horn, pounding on his drum for dress pa- 
rade, and right here in front of the tent 
stands Sergt. Hern, calling out at tbe top 
ofhU voice, " Company E—fall-in." I hope 
his lungs are insured and the top of his 
head well fastened on, for if they are not he 
will spoil the one and lose the other. 
Well 


I must get out of this and get into line or 
go to the guard house, so you will have the 
kindness to wait while I go on parade.— 
Dress parade being over I am back again 
and have just heard from the squad that 
was sent to Chain Bridge from Company C. 


They report that last night they cut away 


or rather tore away the bridge, as they fear- 
ed an attempt would be made to cross there 
during the night. The enemy are trying 
their best to carry the war to the north, as 
feed for both man and horse is very scarce 
in the "Old Dominion," and they must 
either get where they can get more supplies 
or starve. 


We were inspected to-day by Col. Cobb, 


it being the last day of the month, and also 
had the muster rolls examined to see where 
all of the men were. 
The colonel had all 


the work he wanted handling guns long be- 
fore he reached us, as he raised a lively 
blister on his thumb by cocking guns, and 
when he came to inspect us he told Capt. 
Wheeler to do it while he looked on, and 
before the captain got done with us he had 
blistered his thumb, too. 


Orderly Hern has organised the smaller 


men of the company into a special squad 
for doing the express business of the com- 
pany, and calls them his pony team.— 
While I write this he is training them in 
the art of kicking. 


The general health of the men is butter 


than when I wrote before. Capt. W. has 


ea a little unwell, but is better now. 


Lieut. Mills is lame from the effects of a 
bruise on ono of his feet, which he received 
in Baltimore the night we left there. 


I see by a late number of the Gazette 


fiat the Campbells were in Janesville when 
that paper went to press; and I see, also, 
by the National Republican that they were 
in Washington at the same time. 
Surely 


they must be everywhere present. 


I must close, as I have to go on guard 


to-morrow, and it is but liltle sleep I shall 
get before the night after to-morrow night, 
as we go and drill as usual after being on 
guard all day and night. 
I hope the good 


talking men of the north will go right along 
to the war now, and we will make short 
work of it.
